Here the doctor scems to class those who resiet 
his construction of Paul ou the sul ject of eat- 
ing meat with those who resist the majesty of 
goverument, civil or ecclesiastical, and he pen- 
alty of such resistance as is teferred 
to:n this quotation isdamnation. Wha pow- 
ers does he referto? What majesty of ecclesi_ 
astical government? Does he refer to tée maj- 
isterial office filled by himself as pastor of the 
Presbyterian church, or does he refer to the 
majesty of the presbytery, or to the majesty of 
a general assembly, promulgating a Jew not 
found in the Bible, or putting an iucorrect in 
terpretation upon one fonnd there? Does he 
Claim that the members of the church must 
obey these majisterial persons, or ecclesiastic.] 
bodies, on pain of damnation? If so, this is 
taking high ground, And if not so,I donot 
see the reason why he so frequently reiterates 
his quotations and sentences about resisting the 
powere? . 

Has it come to this in a Protes aut church, 
that the membersh!p of the church are bound 
to obey his majesty, the pastor, or the magiste - 
rial government of the presbytery, whether in 
conformity to scripture or not, under the ewfu' 
penaity already mentioned?

It seems the doc or 
has reached a point where, in reference to a per- 
tion of the members of his church who stand 
on the constitution and usages, he is ready to 
exclaim: ‘‘Presumptuoua, are they self-wilied, 
they are not afraid to speak evil of dignities.” 
Probsb'y the doctor has the :ight to castigate 
his members for the sin, provided he makes no 
mistake as to who are the dignities referred to 
in the quotation. Probably the apostle did not

This 
sbows them beyund question that the dance was 
au affair of ordinary iife on joytul occasions at 
the time our Sivior was in the worid, and that 
it was conducted with music and merriment. 
But it shows more than this: it shows upoD 
the highest probability that the males and the 
{-male. both participated in the dance. The 
fsther said to the servant, * Kill the fatted calf 
aud let ve mate merry; and they commenced 
méeking merry with music apd Gancing. Who 
were to make merry ’ Not the father slone, but 
‘he language is they begau to make merry. This 
doub less meant the father aud all the house 
hold and the servants, because the langua_e 
Wis addressed more immediately to 
tuem ; and ali the probabilit'os 
are on such an occasion, that the imm: diate 
relations and the near friends would have been 
calied in. Now, in all this assembly of dancers 
and merrymakers, is it reasonable to suppose 
that thi re was no female on such an important 
oceasion, where cvef the serventa were invited 
to join in the dance? Who can doubt that 
some of them, or some Of the invited guesis had 
wives aud daughiers? And there was DO ex- 
ceptiou which excluded them. I! was not sid 
“Let the male part of us make merry,” or 
*-Let the female portion of us make merry,’’ but 
‘Let us eat and be merry,”’ evidently meaning 
allof us, mile and female, for all alike were 
supposed to Have united in the rejoicing. 
Thus, then, I th.nk it is shown beyond reason 
able vispute, that eating, annuking and making 
merry with wosic and dancing Wus a0 Ordinary 
custom on joyful occasions in the days when 
the paraoles were uttered by the Saviour. The 
custom is mentioned by the Saviour withouta 
word of disepprobariou. He in no way rebuk’s 
it Gr hints that it is wrong. Aud from this we 
may reasouably infer, when deacon B'ock’s 
mother and sister had come @ great way 
to see him aud he called in his frieuds, com” 
posed of good pvople, and they made merry- 
that the Saviour, as iu the parable, has no word 
of rebuke for him. Tne sexes united in the 
davee in this case, as the sexes did in the cases 
mentiaped by Jeremiah, David and the Saviour 
The reverend doctor has a short paregreph in 
his easay on Mr. B ock’s deferce, on ‘he subject 
of murder and Sabbath breaking, which to my 
mind is pot so Clear as his reasonings and Con- 
clusions usually are.

Therefore, to help an cx out of a pit on the 
Sibpbath is sinful. 
Probably the syllogism in these cases, as in 
some instances where it is usad by the doctor 
himre f povesa a liitle too much: 4s 
bamanu life may legally and 
properly taken; and labor may be 
legaliy and properly dune on the Sabbath day 
“and so I would rivly to come of his syllogisms. 
that dancing, while it may be conducted in a 
manner to be sinial, may on the other haud be 
so conducted as not to be siniul. And asthe 
taking of human life may be an offense—mur- 
der. Yetit is not absolu'ely forbidden, becaus: 
it may be and ofien is innocent. Laboron the 
Sabbath day may be, and often is sinful; but 
laboron the Sabbath day may be and often is 
innocent. Therefore the church sbouild not ab- 
solutely forbid the taking of human life, nor 
the performauce of laboron the Sabbath day.

In the same verse in which the psaliist com 
mands all to praise God in the daiice, ue aso 
mentions the organ. Now while DV: Leitwich 
ulterly exc.udes the dance, and says ticreis neo 
instance in the Bibie where the sexes ugited in 
the dance, not even the religious dauce, he re- 
iains the organ iu his worship, and does noi 
confine its melodious strains to eilbcrof the 
seXes dione.

Passiug over otber quotations, I desire next to 
nolice the parable of the prediga! sci, as sei 
forth in Luge 15th. First, what is & parabie! 
Worcester, in bis dictiouary., defines it to be’ 
“A sbort tale or table founded on svmething 
reul iu Mature Or life, from whicia # inorai is 
drawn by comparing it with something of more 
immediate concern; @ simiiitude.’’ French 
S:ys ‘‘a parabie is a fictitious but provsble nar- 
ra ive taken from che affairs of ordiary life, to 
iliustrate some Ligher aud less known truth.” 
Now, it seems to me that the ideas of Dr. 
Lefiwich;to reference to parables, are a Little 
confused, or it is hard to tell by that part of his 
commenton Mr, Bicck’s defence, exactly what 
authority he atteches to parebles, or how much 
truth ne thinks tiey iliustrate He refers 
to the parable of Dives and Lazarus, end niakes 
light of the idea oi a dying Christian finding his 
heaven in the bosum of a departed sriut. And 
he would, of course, make equally iizbiof the 
reality of the rich man, who had mi-»peut hig 
life, lifting up his eyes intormenut. If this pur 
able docs not teacn that Lazarus went to Abia- 
ham’s bosom, ip the better world, neither does 
it teach that Dives went to the place of torment 
which is usually calied bell. Some people con- 
sider this parable one of the strouges! evidences 
of the doctriue of a hell, as itisan utterance o! 
the Savior, which very strongly supports tha, 
doctrine. The doctor seems, howev+:,iu order 
to get rid of the force of the parable «{ ite prod 
igal sor, to treat it rather lightly. I have no 
idea he intended to be irreverent. 

Now let us look a littie at the parable 
of the prodigal son, as it bears upon tie 
subject under discussion. The Savior 
was conveying to his hearers «nun icea 
of the rejoicing in Heaven which takes 
place when one sinner repenteth. Ia doing this 
of couse he must bring to t. e mind of his hear- 
ers some earthly joy of a character commonly 
understood and practiced by them, aiid which 
is considered a joy of the highest character. 
Hence he illustrated what he meant by the par- 
able oi the prodigalson. He represe’:'s this son 
as leaving his father’s house with his »ortion of 
the goode, going intoa distant couniry, wasting 
his iiving, and returning in ebsolute poverty 
apd want, while the elderson hed remained at 
!ome, ever faithful to theSfather. When the 
prodigal son returned, the father saw tim com- 
ing, met him at a distance. fell upon his neck 
ani kissed him; and directed the servants to 
biimg the best robe and put it on him, and 
put a ring ou his hand and sho» on his 
fect; and w kiil the fatted calf, and said let 
us eat and be merry for the reason that his 
son was dead and isaliveagain, war icet and is 
foand.

The bar room of H. C. Martin, situa- 
ted at the junction of Marietta street and the 
Mason's and Turner's ferry road was last Satur- 
day night the scene of 3 blooty tragedy, tie 
main points of which appeered in Sunday’s issu 
of the ConsTiTUTION. The bar room is aboata 
half a-mi'e from the rolling mi] and nearly haf

The general engagement was in'errupted by 
the entrance of John Buckalew,an employee of 
the rolin, mill, snd aman who is generally 
known asaboliy. Itis said that before he left 
bom? h's wife asked him to stay as he would pro 
bably gst intuafues if he west cut. He gave 
her hisknife and said, *‘ ake this,I expect to 
die with my shoes on any way.” With this 
reckless determination he sa.lied cut 
NEVER MORE TO RETURN 
alive. From his home, it secms thathe wan- 
dered to the barcoum above mentioned. It is 
g2id that be t.li h's mother fiequ -ntly that he 
never exp ct d to die wih his ehoes off. 
It is also stated on go.d anthority, that no less 
tian toree cf bis fellow workmca at tha rolling 
mill had Joa’ed pi tls or gu°sfor him, deter 
m ned no longer to submit to the insults which 
he had frequently heaped upon them. Buckalew 
seems to have had asort of gloomy foreboding 
that bis time was near at hand, for he tod his 
mother a day o: two before thathe ‘‘wouli not 
live to ree the dog wood blos- 
80/n,”’ It sev lus stracjg: that 
Bucklew thould have wandered to Martin's bar- 
room forhe hai not been there before since a 
year from list Christmas.

At another time 
he hid chased a Mr. Loftis into the same bar 
room, aid pur-ued him with a shot gun with rhe 
evident istention of kiiiing him. Al there

and was generally feared by all who knew his 
character.

He was a man of about 
26 years of ages of large biawny frame, weigh 
ing avout 200 pounds and aboulsix feet high 
Tuas manwith his bad passions so we!! known 
and half intox cited, came itto Martin's bar- 
rom, and about a quarier pret none last Satur- 
d*y night.

arm. Clayton begged for his life to the last.

He was bleeding profu-ely from a cut onthe 
right side of the necx. He s:emed to be perfect- 
ly frantic and attacked Dr. Donahue with his 
own knife. He infliced sev.ral severe cu's on 
his bocy and was stopp:d by Mr.Ja Loftis, 
wh») lives vear by, and whocametothe ace e.

What Captain Eads Says About the 
Jetties and Leveern. 

W AsHINGTON, Fabruary 23 —Captain 
Eads delived an address lust night at 
Willard’sto the house committee on 
Mississippi levees, and a namber of 
other gentlemen who were present by 
invitation. He «poke upon the protec- 
tion of the alluvial tands and the im- 
yrovement of the Mississippi river, and 
illustrated his subject by two huge 
maps, exhibiting the effect of his jetties 
system at the mouth of the Mississippi 
aud on the channel of the river at varie 
ous points. The committee were inter- 
es'ed particularly in bringing out the 
views of Captain Eada as to whether 
the levee system would or wonld not 
assist in

and what eff. ci it woull have upon his 
jetty system. He said that the closing 
of all gaps and crevases. in the levees, 
thus increasing the volume in the nata- 
ral channel, will not necessitate 
high levees, but that system 
was not absolutely necessary 
to hie plan. He regarded the estimate 
of $46,000.000 as the idea of raising the 
levees from three to e even feet higher 
than before the war. The great objec- 
tion, he said, to tue levee system is not

Mr’ H. V. Redfiela, who is one of the 
racst careful and observent correspondents in 
t' e country, bas ju t contributed a paper to the 
Philadelptia Weck'y Tim-s, that produces pecu- 
liar interest and signi fcativn 

BI WEEN TWO Fi RES. 
Mr. Redfiels was during the war a strict non- 
compaiant. He was Quaker like iu his love vf 
peace, aud pursued bis inoff_u ive busive s, with 
ami dly beaming eye. He wax situated on Cor 
tesied ground; just between ‘he un‘on and 
co ofiederate armies. One day he was surround- 
ed by the yankees. and the neat cay his piace) 
and unruffl.d fac: beamed like a full moo:, 
from the midst of an angry rebe host 
lt thus happened t at Mr. K.d@eid, wh», 
was clipping a piece of non expinsive calico, oF 
weighing a pound of (vot gun powder) Lea, would 
observe things closely out of the tail of his peace 
ful eyé, had « capital opportunity of noting 
@THE CHARACTERISTICS OF 7HE TWO ARMIES. 
H simpressions gained, wh i> e' ygayed im the 
bloodiess business of ke pag store between 
lines, he has ; ut into print. dhe points that he 
makes furnish many reasove for the defeat of 
the confederate arms. 
The first point of cifference betwee) the armies 
was the disparity ineqiipmenis The nortber:' 
soldiers had the very best of c! thing that mony 
could buy orthe markets cf he world furnish. 
Th y bad splendid double overcvats, oil -c ob 
coverings, and p’rfect guns and a coutrewer F 
Their wegons and ambulances were superb, aid 
remarkably aja ted for rou ,t campal ule §. 
Their caval y equipm nts were magn lice it. No 
army ever went to the fie.d betier equipped than 
the union army 
THE CONFEDERATES ON TEE O° HER HAND 
were shabbily end insafficient!y dressed. T)ey 
wore homespun mostly, a: ¢ it was ofall c lore. 
In one regiment c1 cavalry, Mr Re feld has see) 
four or fiye kinds of rifles sud savt guue, al 
so:'taof saddles some wib rcpe s.irrups, and 
many of them without blank te -n one reg ment 
It was really laughable, he way. The ho: ses 
were poorly fed and poorly groomed, and be 
men in a half freezing and half starved covdi 
lon. 

An even greater difference was observaDie it 
the supply of food that was served to the two 
armies, The federsls always bad fall ratio is of 
beef, pork, coffee, salt, bread aud beans. This 
articles were of the best quali.y,and the regs 
meuts provided with such «viuvenieut cooki: g 
uten-ils thutthoy were able to pr-pare it appe- 
tisingly. They ueversutfered from hunger of 
poor rations. 

The confederates on the other hand bad sean 

ty acd poor eating They had ‘irtually bo 
cooking utensils, and the pecr food that tary 
had was miserably cooked. In the spring uf 
‘63 Mr. Redfield spent a few days in the cimp 
of a confederate regiment and found that they 
had nothing for rations but beef and four. 
There was not even ap ounce of salt, The bread 
was literally nothing but flour and water. it 
was bake. in pans and the beef 

WAS ROASTED ON A STICK, 

Mr. Redfield states serious!y that the ¢bun- 
dance of cuffee was worth thousands of roldiers 
to the union side. It was s fine recruiting pow- 
er in the border states. He tvlls of a father and 
two sous who fought for a yexr or two with the 
co:federates. They were then captured and 
paroled. Ove day the sons Went down to the 
federal camp, and were treated to some fie 
coffee. They became so foud of it that they 
fivally joined the federals, just to be able to get 
plenty uf it. The father fo.lowed very 8004 to 
get his sons out of ‘the disgraceful scrape,” and 
wound up by yielding bis patriotisin Captive to 
poe coffee, just as they had Jone. 

It is amezing that the southern armies, com- 
posed for the most part of men used to bouut'- 
ful living and a warm climate, could hav: 
fought and marched, and suffcvred es they did 
for five long years amid the ::0untaius of Teu- 
nessee and Virginia, Their soidier-jife was he- 
roism, even if there bad been no batties. It re- 
quired more courage and patriotism to svffor, 
and endure, and starve, than it did to fizht. 

CLEAN CAMPS AND SLOUCHY ONES 


Redfield noted a vuet difference in the 
camps of the two armies. ‘ose of the federals 
were infinitely better. Of course this 
was to be expected. They had 
much better tents and appointments—laiger 
wagon trains and more experieuced help abou 
fixing the tents. 

But beyond ali this, Mr. Redfield notes tha; 
the federai camps were much better taken c re 
of. They were vastly ciesuer and more con- 
yeniently arranged. The frst thing the federal 
soldiers did when they made a camp was to 
construct b+de off the ground in each tent by 
cutting forked siicks aod using the leaves 
They would arrange conveuiert cooking plsccs 
Arrangements were made tw collect all the filth 
of the camp where it could be removed without 
tronbie. The scene when a fedcrai regiment 
pitched Cam p was always @ busyand active one. 
The men instinctively sought to make thuir 
tents home-like, clean, coimfcrtable aud attrac- 
tive. 

The southern soldiers on the other hand 
never took any such troubie. They pitched 
their camps hastily, crept into them and went 
to sleep. Their camps were sloucby, filthy, sud 
and had no pretensions 
TO BR FIXED UP, 


Mr Redfield thinks that much of the sick- 
ness that scourged the southern armies, espe- 
Claliy during the first years of the war, was due 
to the ffithy condition of their camps. 

One of. the mostimportant differences that 
our observant noted was the (liscipline that was 
80 much more perfect in the northern than ‘he 
southern army. In the former the disciplise 
wag perfect from the ffist. The cfficers were 
supreme in the federal army. They were 
obeyed implicitly and with nos-ques 
tioning § promptuess. The case was 
different with the southerners. There was 
more individuality among these eoldiers. A}. 
most every man had bigh ideas of personal dig- 
nity and independencs. The most of them 
considered themselves the equals, many of 
them the superiors, of their officers. The most 
of the companies were made up in towns or 
v.liagesin which ail the men were acq .ainted 
with each other. It thus happened that 
A LOT OF LOCAL PRKJUDICSS AND SPITES 


were banded together in each company and car- 
ried all through the war. 
Mr, kedfield noticed a great deal of “talking 
back’’ on the part of our men to their officers, 
and a good many high-strung privates offered to 
lick the officers that gave them commaxds they 
didn’t like. The standing of the individual 
confederate soldier was much higher (sucialiy 
speaking) than that of the worthern. Tohis of 
iwelf made them unruly at first. 

GOING BACK ON THE OFFICERS, 
Mr. Redfield says there wes much greater dis- 
position on the part of the wonfedera'es to put 
all the blame of adefeatonu their officers than 
there was on the other side, In short, the fed. 
erals were more like regulars, the confederates 
more like volunteers; ithe one were “‘machines,”’ 
the others men. 

A CRITICISM ON ‘'BUMMING,”’ 
Our observant says that one of the most nots- 
bie points of difference belween the two armies 
was the manner in which the federals “pum- 
med’’ and playedthe vandal. while the soutb- 
erners didn’t bum and played the gentleman. 
He says the southerners did no stealing. The 
rights of prope ty in the couutry through which 
they march d were sacred, They did 
not steal, except in unusval cases, and even 
chickens might root in safety on the edge of 
their camps. Mr. Rec field says that ‘‘he is con- 
strained to confesr, (though why he does ii 
under constraint we can’t imagine) that at the 
opening of the war the mass of the southern 
army were gentiemen.’’ Aa ibe struggle deep- 
ened and the soldiers were starving, of course 
this was changed to a degree, but even then the 
confederates paid for everything they took. 
It was totally different with the federa!s. 
Tiey foraged shamefully. Jey stole every- 
thing {rom chickens on the reo-t up, or down. 
They respecied no sentiment or helplessness. 
They were vandals in the worst sense. Mr. 
Redfield mentions, among other things, they 
entered his siore (the temple of peace, by the 
way,) and built fires with hames worth $2 50 a 
pair. A hundred orso Bibies they tore up and 
scattered on the floor, or made bonfires of
